WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—OUP)— 
Designed to boost coiliections by stop- 
ping up legal loopholes in the income 
tax law, the new $258,000,000 general 
revenue bill was approved by the house 
today by the overwhelming vote of 
388 to 7 and dispatched to the senate. 

Immediately after it had been re- 
ported on the other side, Senator Har- 
rison, democrat, Mississippi, an- 
nounced hearings would begin before 
the finance committee next week. Sec- 
retary Morgenthau is to be called as 
a witness. 

In their only opportunity to change 
the bill under the drastic procedure 
adopted for its consideration, house 
republicans were unsuccessful in a 
move to reduce the 3-cent first-class 
postage rate to 2 cents. 

A motion to send the bill back to 
the ways and means committee for in- 
sertion of an amendment for such a 
reduction was defeated, 272 to 132.

DEMOCRATS BOLI 
PRESIDENT IN VOTE 
10 HIKE U. $. PAY 


George Among 13 Demo- 

cratic Senators Break- 
ing With Roosevelt in 
Economy Program. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(®)— 
Thirteen democrats joined an almost 
solid lineup of republicans in a senate 
revolt against the economy act today 
and by a single vote put through a 
proposal to restore the whole 15 per 
cent federal pay slash on July 1. 


The victory encouraged the combi- 
nation of republicans and democrats 
who want to go farther than the ad- 
ministration on veterans’ benefits, 
which will come up tomorrow for de- 
cision, but democratic leaders saw a 
possible veto if the house concurs in 
the liberalizations. 

Senator Byrnes, democrat, South 
Carolina, leading the administration 
fight on the economy sections, opened 
up the bill to new veterans’ legisla- 
tion when his motion to suspend the 
rules was adopted without debate, but 
his compromise proposal, which was 
pending at adjournment, is far less 
liberal than many amendments of- 
fered from both sides of the aisle.

The vote to restore one-third of the 
federal pay cut, involving an addi- 
tional $28,000,000 effective from 
February 1, to July 1, came before 
restoration of the full 15 per cent 
after that date, which will cost an- 
other $189,000,000, was voted 41 
to 40. 

The 13 democrats voting for this 
proposal, offered by Senator McUar- 
were joined 
by Shipstead, of Minnesota, the farm- 
er-labor member, and 26 republicans.

Revival of Old ‘Racket’ 
Seen in $9,156 Robbery 


Seized Machinery Said Used by Confidence 
Men to “Duplicate” Bank Notes of Vic- 


tims. 


Woman Arrested in Case. 


Working on the theory that ans 


old racket had been revived in At- 
lanta, detectives Wednesday night 
sought to prove that the $9,156 rob- 


bery in a fashionable apartment 
hotel here Tuesday was the work of 
a ring of expert confidence men who 
lure their victims with the promise 
of easy money through “chemical 
—— of large denomination 
ills.” 


Corroborated by a federal investi- 
gator who examined the “machinery” 
and apparatus found in the apart- 
ment of Morris Peck, alias W. Bitt- 
man, and Martin Love, alias A. 
Mintz, the theory was said by De- 
tectives J. T. Woodruff and KE, I. 
Hildebrand to be the only angle upon 
which they are working at present. 
A third suspect, Lora Saper, a wom- 
an, was arrested by detectives in 
an Atlanta hotel. 

Examined carefully by the federal 
operative Wednesday, the seized 
equipment consisted of a small hand 
press, a large quantity of chemically- 
treated blotters and various test 
tubes, vials, chemicals, German sil- 
ver and textbooks on chemistry. The 
government detective said it was al- 
most an exact duplicate of a collec- 
tion of “racket’’ material seized in 
Florida several manths ago and 
which was used by confidence men 
to obtain money from their victims. 

Photography Used. 

Detectives explained that the pro- 


> cedure called for a pretense of dupli- 


cating bills through the use of “chemi- 
cal protography.” They said the con- 
fidence men who had used the racket 
in the past told their victims that they 
could use one bill in the elaborate 
machinery and produce a second. 

As explained by the federal man, 
the method was that of reversing the 
original bill to make it appear as two. 

The new development in the inves- 
tigation came while James, Mjke and 

. Deraney, Georgia department store 
owners, indefinitely postponed the 
buying trip which they claimed was 
their aim when “victimized by Love 
and Peck.” They told officers Tuesday 
that they were lured to the apartment 
of Peck and Love late Tuesday after- 
noon after they had cashed a check 
for $9,000 at the First National bank 
and were there robbed of five $1,000 
bills and eight $500 bills. 


Two Others Sought. 


According to their complaint, two 
other men were involved in the rob- 
bery and were visitors in the apart- 
ment of Love and Peck when they 
were stunned into unconsciousness by 
“a sip of knockout drops which we 
were told was rare old German 
whisky.” 

Atlanta police Wednesday night 
were trailing two men they believe 
were the strangers through Tennessee 
and Kentucky, A number of tele-

Request to CWA Will Be 
Taken to Capital by 
Miss Shepperson. 


A dequest for $300,000 to grade and 
improve the new North Side airport 


for which a five-year lease was sign- 
ed Wednesday will be taken to Wash- 
ington today by Miss Gay B. Shepper- 
son, state civil works administrator, 
when she goes to the capitol to at- 
tend a conference of directors with 
Administrator Harry Hopkins, it was 
announced Wednesday. 

The lease was signed between T. 
R. Sawtell, owner of the 300-acre 
tract, and C. A. Matthews, commis- 
sioner of DeKalb county, with an op- 
tion to buy the property for $100,000 
at the expiration of the lease, accord- 
ing to Jesse Draper, one of the spon- 
sors of the project. The rental on 
the tract is to be the remission of 
taxes, S 

The North Side tract, on the old 
drill field at Camp Gordon, has six 
less acres than Candler field, it was 
said. Inquiries as to prospective 
hangar tenants already have begun to 
pour in, and many inquiries are he- 
ing received from persons who may 
buy planes and obtain instruction in 
flying, Draper said. Inquiries also 
are being received from allied indus- 
tries which contemplate locating near 
the field, which is convenient to the 
main line of the Southern Railway 
and is 800 feet from the new Atlanta- 
Buford highway. 

Runways on the airfield will be 
3.000 feet long, and will afford a take- 
off in any direction.

BRITAIN, GERMANY 
IN ARMS ACCORD 


Hitler Reported Ready 
To Support London Plan 
for Peace. 


BERLIN, Feb. 21.—(4)—Chan- 


cellor Adolf Hitler will join forces 
with Great Britain in a supreme ef- 
fort to start a new movement for 
disarmament, it was reported here to- 
night. 

The chancellor, according to well- 
informed persons, today approved an 
English memorandum “in principle” 
following a long and cordial conver- 
sation he had with Captain Anthony 
Eden, British lord privy seal, at the 
British embassy. 

It was understood that Herr Hit- 
ler decided to bury whatever doubts 
he is reported to have had about cer- 
tain features of the proposed Brit- 
ish plan in order to strengthen Cap- 
tain Eden’s hands in the latter’s ne- 
gotiations with Premier Mussolini in 
Italy shortly. 

Persons close to the situation won- 
dered tonight whether Mussolini will 
join in a possible front with Lon- 
don and Berlin against Paris on the 
question of armaments. 

Conversations between the chancel- 
lor and Captain Eden will continue 
tomorrow, and it is understood that 
they will touch on the English pro- 
posal of postponing any action on air 
forces for two years. 

This angle may prove a stumbling 
block to the general negotiations be- 
tween the British arms expert and 
Hitler. 
optimism over the outcome. 

Captain Eden came here Monday 
from arms talks in Paris. 

Chancellor Hitler's visit to the 
British embassy today was his first 
since assuming office. Accompanying 
the chancellor in the “friendly ges- 
ture” were Foreign Minister Von 
Neurath, Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels and Rudolf Hess, minister with- 
out portfolio. 


Prince Defies Royal F amily, 
Determined To Wed Actress 


LONDON, Feb. 21.—(4)—The lovefof the 27-year-old prince’s friends said 


of the young Swedish prince, Sigvard, 
for a blond German film actress pre- 
vailed today against the strenuous 
opposition of his family. 

Sigvard sent a special envoy of his 
father, Crown Prince Gustaf Adolf, 
back to Sweden with a firm declara- 
tion that he and Fraulein Erika Pat- 
zek will be married in the Caxton Hall 
registry office here March 8. 

Laughing gaily at royal persons who 
believe princes should marry prin- 
cesses, the young couple planned to 
obtain a special license and become 
plain Mr. and Mrs. Bernadotte. 

In this they will follow the cue of 
Sigvard’s royal kinsman, Lenhart Ber- 
nadotte, who in March 11, 1932. mar- 
ried Karin Nissvandt, a Stockholm 
industrialist’s daughter, and 
surrendered his rights to the S 
crown and , 

Count Folke Bernadotte, himself the 
husband of the former Estelle R. Man- 
ville. an American, flew here secretly 
as a royal emissary to dissuade Sig- 
vard to .bandon the marriage plans, 
but had to retreat, his efforts fruit- 
ess 


“They're just a young couple, head 
over heels in lore, and it is unlikely 
anyone will change their minds,” one 


today. 

After their marriage the pair plan 
to return to Germany, where Sizvard 
will continue tis work in the 
Film Company of Berlin—where he 
is known as the popular Herr Holger. 
and where the bride-to-be also has been 
employed. 

Fraulein Patzek is a daughter of 
a commoner, Antone Patzek, a Berlin 
businessman. Therefore, the prince’s 
grandfather. King Gustaf. and his fa- 
ther. sought to prevent the alliance. 

Also lined up against the match is 
the Swedish diplomatic corps. 

But ‘Sigvard and Fraulein Erika 
dodged the parental representatives 
and played hide and seek with Scot- 
land Yard operatives who tried to lo- 
cate them—and then, with much 
laughter, went to a fashionable West 
End restaurant for lunch. 

The prince refused to discuss the 
whole matter. He and his fiancee 
had been in seclusion since their ar- 
rival from Berlin several days ago.

SENATE SUMMONS 
LOOMS FOR EIGHT 
IN LYNCHING PROBE 


Men Accused in Mary- 
land Case May Be Call- 


ed To Testify Before 
Congressional Group. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—(/)— 
EKight men named today as partici- 
pants in the lynching of George Arm- 
wood, negro, in Princess Anne, Md., 
last autumn may be called as wit- 
nesses by the senate judiciary subcom- 
mittee considering the Costigan-Wag- 
ner anti-lynching bill. 

At the conclusion of a two-day hear- 


ing of proponents of the measure, 
Senator Van Nuys, democrat, Indiana, 
chairman, said tonight he would con- 
sult with the other members on the 
desirability of summoning the eight 
alleged lynchers and officiais of the 
eastern shore of Maryland who were 
charged at the hearing with neglect of 
duty. 

The names of the eight men were 
given the committee by W. Preston 
Lane, attorney-general of Maryland, 
who said their identities were vouched 
for in affidavits by police and others 
who saw Armwood taken by force 
from the Princess Anne jail and 
hanged. 

Those named by Lane were: 

Shelburn Lester, Meter Reader, 
“Big Boy” Smith, pugilist, and Wil- 
liam P. Hearn, truckman, all of Salis- 
bury; Irving Adkins, of Loretta, truck 
foreman on the Pennsylvania railroad; 
William H. Thompson, of Princess 
Anne; Jack Walloper, of Cristfield, 
reported to be known as Jack Sterling, 
Jackson Sterling and Randolph Ster-. 
ling; Martin Duer, of Pocomoke or 
Snow Hill, and “Rusty” Heath, a for- 
mer jailer of Salisbury, reported to be 
known also as Morby L. Heath. 
“Three of those named, Thompson, 
Adkins and Hearn, were arrested and 
brought to Baltimore after state au- 
thorities stepped in, but were re- 
leased when the grand jury failed to 
indict.

ABDUCTION PLOT 
FOILED BY EDITOR 


Iowa Publisher Escapes 
| Attackers in Chicago 
Hotel Corridor. 


OHICAGO, Feb. 21.—(7)—A bold 


plot to kidnap E. P. Adler, 61, news- 
paper publisher of Davenport, Iowa, 
and haul him away in a huge trunk 
was foiled today when Adler tore 
loose from the clutches of two slug- 
gers in a Morrison hotel corridor. 

Ten minutes later, while Adler and 
detectives examined the roomful of 
kidnapers’ meng: gun, 
sponges and trunk—one of the club- 
bers slunk back to the scene of the 
attack and was captured. 

The five-foot sample case found in 
the room adjoining Adler’s had been 
perforated to provide air. 

The two men, taking Room 5388 by 
special request, had said they were 
book salesmen. Adler might have 
been crammed into the trunk, bound 
and gagged and carried down the 
freight elevator without exciting sus- 
picion. 

Identifies Attacker. 


Instead, his head aching from two 
severe blows on the skull and ear 
with a pair of blackjacks, Adler con- 
fronted the prisoner in the state’s 
attorney’s office and positively iden- 
tified him as one of the two attack- 
ers. The suspect gave his name vari- 
ously as Charles Clyde Phillips and 
Fred Mayo, of fictitious address in 
New York and Cleveland. State’s at- 
torney’s investigators, examining him 
for several hours, expressed satisfac- 
tion that they could build a strong 
kidnaping case against the man. His 
confederate escaped. ae 

The story pieced together indicated 

the pair had followed Adler across 
four states before the opportunity 
came to pounce on him, outside of his 
hotel room. 
. Adler is publisher of the Davenport 
Times, president of the Davenport 
Savings Bank and Trust Company 
and head of the Lee syndicate of mid- 
dle western newspapers. 

Last Saturday, as he left Daven- 
port for St. Paul, he recalled that a 
stranger strolled up to him, touched 
him on the arm and said: 

Stranger’s Warning. 

“Mr. Adler, be careful. There are 
two men following you. They have 
heen following you for several days. 
One of them, a fellow wearing a 
brown suit, is watching you from the 
platform now.” 

The prisoner caught here wore a 


| brown suit. 


Adler, however, did not. recognize 
his informer and merely laughed and 
said, ‘Forget about it.” 

Apparently the two kept close by 
Adler. In their Morrison hotel room 
were railroad tickets indicating they 


followed him to St. Paul and then

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“Kidnap-Proof” Baby 
Evolved by Scientist 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—(7)— 
Science is trying to make babies 
“kidnap proof.” 

.A complete apparatus designed 
for this purpose, baby included, 
has been assembled by Marcus W. 
Hinson, vice president of the insti- 
tute of radio service men for ex- 
hibition, at the organization’s con- 
vention, beginning next Friday. 

A small cell which emits a thin 
ray of invisible light is concealed 
beneath a false bottom in a baby’s 
crib.

They found Room 538 open 
and were examining it when Phillips, 
or Mayo, returned and was caught. 

Adler’s hurts were minor. After a 
long session with the officers and 
the prisoner he left tonight for Dav- 
enport.

Issues of the Decatur recall cam- 
paign will be discussed at a meeting 
of the citizens sponsored - the Young 
Democratic Club of DeKalb county at 
8 o'clock Friday night at the court- 
house in ‘Decatur, it was announced 
Wednesday as ex-Mayor Scott Can- 
dier, whose defeat for re-election as

. C. Henderson and George W. 
Woods, whose recall is sought. 

Henderson and Woods said that 
they will be represented at the meet- 
ing Friday night, and Frank Thomas, 
chairman ofthe recall committee, said 
that William Schley Howard and ex- 
Mayor Candler will speak for the re- 
call forces. 

The committee’s statement is 
follows: 

Since the change in the administration 
in Decatur at the first of the year, Messrs, 
Henderson and Wood, against whom a re- 
call election has been set for March 2, 
1934, on a petition signed by 957 citizens 
of Decatur, have together with the city 
manager circulated a report with reference 
to the bond and sinking fund account of 
the city of Decatur.

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In 1928 these bonds were in the 
hands of the sinking fund commission. The 
citizens wished to issue additional bonds, 
and in order to bring the outstanding bonds 
within the constitutional limits these $28,- 
800 were cancelled in 1928. Thus decreas- 
ing the assets of the bond commission, but 
causing no deficit.

So that these three items, $28,800, $7,200 
and $13,980.07 a total of $49,980.07, which 
has or will be paid into the sinking fund 
by the taxpayers of Decatur, are not re- 
flected in Mr. Green's report to which these 
men have referred. 

Management Defended. 

No sinking fund in Georgia has been bet- 
ter managed than has Decatur's, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Green since its start 
in 1906 The sinking fund commission 
bought state and municipal bonds at a 
premium, these premiums amounting since 
1906 to over $17,000. The value of these 
bonds is now down—does this $17,000 con- 
stitute a deficit at this time? It is not 
so carried by banks and great life in- 
surance companies. 

This figure $17,000 added to the abore 

9,980.07 makes $66,980.07 not considered 
by these attackers of Decatur's credit. In 
other words, $11,980.07 has or will be put 
in the sinking fund more than thé require- 
ments they set up of $55,000. 

These gentlemen erroneously claim that 
there is a deficit of $55,000 and yet they, 
a majority of the | commission, created 
a deficit of $13,980.07 in the sinking fund 
under the budget they adopted on February 
19, 19384. The creation of this deficit is 
shown in the city budget for 1934 and 
acknowledged by them in a resolution in- 
en by the chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

There is no deficit in the sinking fund 
commission. These men are practicing no 
economy in the city government of De- 
catur. 

Space does not permit us to go into this 
but a comparison of 1933 and 1934 budgets 
will show that in the city clerk's office in 
January and February, 1933, salaries in 
the amount of $420 were paid: in 1934 un- 
der the economy plan of Messrs. Henderson 
and Woods for these same months the city 
is paying out $475—a monthly increase of 
$55; and so it goes if the 1934 budget is 
analyzed.

CLASH OF EXPERTS 
MARKS DEAN TRIAL 


Mercury Poisoning Symp- 
toms Point of Conten- 
tion as Doctors Testify. 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 21.— 
()—Expert testimony was pitted 
against expert testimony today in the 
murder trial of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, 
33-year-old baby specialist, as her de- 
fense attorneys put two physicians 
and a college chemist on the stand to 
combat the state charge that Dr. John 
Preston Kennedy’s strange death last 
August was caused by mercury poi- 
soning. 

On several points dealing with Ken- 
nedy’s illness, the defense testimony 
was directly contradictory to that ad- 
duced by the state in the attempt to 
show that Dr. Dean poisoned Dr. Ken- 
nedy with a whisky highball. 

_Dr. A. E. Gordin, consulting physi- 
cian, who made numerous examina- 
tions of Kennedy when he was dying 
in a Jackson, Miss., hospital, returned 
to the stand to repeat his testimony of 
yesterday that he did not believe the 
patient was suffering from mercury 
poisoning. He said it was his opin- 
ion that Kennedy was suffering from 
acute nephritis. 

In direct contradiction of state testi- 
mony, he said that “Kennedy was not 
suffering, as far as I noticed, from 
bluish gum discoloration, swelling of 
the face or stomach or bad breath, 
which had been described as symptoms 
of poisoning. 

Dr. J. M. Sullivan, 67, chemist at 
Millsaps College, testified for the de- 
fense that he had made two analyses 
of Kennedy’s stomach contents at the 
request of attending physicians during 
Kennedy’s fatal illness and found “no 
trace of mercury poisoning or any 
other metallic poisoning.” 

He said he was not asked to make 
the post-mortem yen of the stom- 
ach organs after exhumation of the 
body, which State Chemist W. F. 
Hand testified last week showed “a 
trace of mercury.”

~INBLIZZARD AREA 


Northeast Is Staggering 
Back to Normal After 
Worst Storm in 35 Years 


By the Associated Press. 

New York city and environs stag- 
gered back to normal Wednesday 
after the buffeting of a snowstorm 
termed the worst in the metropolis in 
35 years. 

While transportation on the subur- 
ban lines into New Jersey, West- 
chester and Connecticut returned to 
approximately regular schedules, the 
greater part of Long Island continued 
snow-bound. Milk and other supplies 
went undelivered in many places. 
Northport, L. I., had sustenance for 
only “a day or so.” 

But with moderating temperatures 
a rapid recovery from the paralysis 
of transportation agencies was pro- 
gressing. 

Some Still Blocked. 

Many automobile arteries in the 
greater city continued blocked by 
drifts, however, the snow reaching a 
depth of several feet in places. 

Sanitation Commissioner P. Good- 
rich in charge of: snow removal esti- 
mated the cost of the storm to the 
city at $2,000,000. The sanitation de- 
partment had 32,000’ men out. An ice 
crust made removal laborious. 

Despite the improvement on land, 
shipping conditions in New York har- 
bor were termed even worse than 
during *the height of the storm. 
Though the wind had abated, the 
harbor was filled with ice. Several 
incoming liners were reported late. 

Subsidence of the storm along the 
Massachusetts coast enabled’ the 
Northern Sword,, steam collier, which 
ran aground off Winthrop Tuesday, 
to establish contact with the shore. 

Ships in Tow. 

Concern over the fate of the dis- 
abled trawler Georgetown and _ the 
coast guard cutter Ossipee, which 
went to her rescue 200 miles off 
shore at Boston Tuesday, was re- 
lieved when the cutter yirelessed she 
had taken the ship in tow. 

The air-mail movement by the 
army, although handicapped by ad- 
verse weather in parts of the coun- 
try, functioned near normal. Several 
flights postponed by the widespread 
storm of the previous day, which 
caused more than 25 deaths, were 
made. 

In the south temperatures moder- 
ated from the minimums _which 
brought unwanted cold to Dixie, but 
winter maintained its attack in parts 
of Nebraska, Wyoming and South 
Dakota. Deadwood, in the latter 
state, was visited by a snowfall of 
8 to 10 inches, heaviest this year. 


Dallas Man Killed 
As Truck Overturns 


His head crushed by furniture he 
was hauling, J. W. Womack, 45, of 
Dallas, Ga., was almost instantly 
killed at 6 o'clock Wednesday night 
on the VLawrenceville highway near 
Decatur, when his truck overturned 
on a steep embankment. 

Womack and his cousin, G. W. 
Womack, 35, also of Dallas, were en 
route home from Spartanburg, S. C.. 
with a truck loaded with household 
furniture when the machine got from 
under control on a curve four miles 
from Decatur and turned over down 
the embankment.

OW FARES ARE TED 
AS RAILROADS NEED 


George D. Krueger, rate expert on 
the staff of the Georgia public serv- 
ice commission, testified im a hearing 
before the commission Wednesday that 
the only solution of the railroads’ 
problem of lost business lies in ac- 
ceptance of the fact that the people 
will ride and ship only where the 
service is cheapest. 

“My general observation,” Krueger 
said, “is that the public will not ride 
railroad trains if they can ride cheap- 
er on other vehicles of transportation, 
and the sooner the railroads realize 
this the sooner they will again become 
the nation’s most important trans- 
portation service. 

“The public was once train-minded, 
but on account of the continuation of 
war-time costs of transportation the 
traveling public quit the railroads and 
became automobile-minded.” : 

The rate expert was testifying in 
hearings held to decide whether some 
portion of the present experimental 
and temporary passenger fare reduc- 
tions should bé made permanent, and 
the existing spread between the cost 
of coach and Pullman travel be re- 
duced. 


300,000 Miles Off Train. 


He said he had personally traveled 
more than 300,000 miles in the last 
few years without once riding a train, 
and that the railroads, even at 2 cents 
a mile would have gotten $6,000 for 
hauling him if the rates had not been 
so high that he used other vehicles. 

The railroads carried fewer pas- 
sengers in 19382, Krueger said, than 
in 1890. He charged that condition 
to the maintenance of high rates and 
said the people were riding their own 
automobiles. 

Railroad revenue decreases began in 
1928, he said, a year before the gen- 
eral depression. From that condition 
he argued that there were factors 
other than generally slack business 
working against the carriers. 

The ten principal Class 1 railroads 
operating in this state, Krueger went 
on, showed an increase in property in- 
vestment from $1,612,505,069 in 1922 
to $1,985,739,304 in 1932, but express- 
ed the opinion they actually were 
Worth less. 5 

He said farm lands, bulidings, 
equipment and stock showed a value 
reduction of 29 per cent from 1930 
to 1933, while the railroads for rate- 
making purposes insisted their worth 
in that period had dropped only 
about 10.4 per cent. He said line 
abandonment would almost take care 
of the 10.4 per cent. During the 
same period, he went on, the rail- 
roads have cut their tax valuations 
about 25 per cent. 


Wage Tables Shown, 


He introduced tables indicating in- 
creases of 50 to 175 per cent in 
wage and salary schedules of rail- 
roads since 1915. He said the aver- 
age yearly pay of railroad workers 
had dropped 46 per cent since 1930 
but that officials had lost only about 
8 per cet and that a large part of 
the other reductions had been ig 
working time. 

“I am constrained to believe that 
this is one thing that ails the car- 
riers to a very large degree,” the 
witness said. “Of course it must be 
realized that railway employes’ union 
organizations have a great deal to 
say in regard to wage scales. How- 
ever, I don’t think railway executives 
exhaust themselves very much to- 
ward insisting on drastic reductions 
in salaries or wages in view of the 
fact that too strong arguments would 
prove a boomerang to their respective 
salaries. 

“I know of no reason why rail- 
way employes should not take it on 
the chin just the same as other 
classes of employes in the United 
States.” 

He said the freight and passenger 
rates now authorized and upheld by 
the interstate commerce commission 
were the products of “hastily consid- 
ered action” during the World War 
and that the commission had done 
practically nothing toward relief for 
the public. |

The partial report shows the rela- 
tion of holding eompanies in power 
and gas affecting control, while other 
reports are to be made on oil and 
gasoline pipe lines and -communica- 
tions.

Back in the United States after an 


absence of two years, I am struck}.

The whole 
continent, it seems to me, is in the 
grips of a spirit of wearniess. People 
are resigned. They seem to have given 
up fighting. What’s the use, they 
say, we are going to have a war any- 
way, so why struggle for a better 
life, for the return of better days? 
But over here, although there are 
a lot of rumors of war floating about, 
the thought of war is not crushing 
their fighting qualities out of the 
American people. They want to work, 
eat, build homes and be happy. They 
haven't taken that insane standpoint 
that somebody in particular must be 
blamed for the economic depression. 
Japan didn’t bring that disaster upon 
us, nor Germany, nor Mexico, nor 
Russia, so why should the American 
people nurse thoughts of hatred and 


On the whole, the agents and agi- 
tators- of racial and religious intol- 
erance make little headway here. 
They will not be heard from the mo- 
ment business picks up in earnest. 
Their only ance of making any 
impression at all would come if we 
went from bad to worse, if there was 
mass misery and hopelessness. In 
such soil there is fertility for their 
leas, but when the skies look bright- 
er and hope rises anew, Americans 
are too sensible to wreak vengeance 
on totally innocent people.

When Austria was shattered by a 
civil. war last week, Mussolini moved 
three divisions to the frontier. That 
was an extremely clever diplomatic 
move. The League had just appealed 
to France, Britain and Italy ‘to pre- 
serve the integrity of Austrian terrl- 
tory. Mussolini moved before he was 
asked. Had the situation grown worse 
in Austria, he would have been the 
first to march in. He would have ap- 
peared as the great guardian of Eu- 
ropean peace and once installed would 
have been hard to dislodge. Now the 
Czechs are also ready to intervene in 
Austria. They don’t want Germany 
to seize the little country over which 
Chancellor Dollfuss rules. The Czechs 
must prevent at all costs, for the 
sake of their own security, that the 
German reich grows stronger in 
Europe. 

A strong Germany is a bad neigh- 
bor, especially in view of the fact 
that eight million Germans live in 
Czecho-Slovakia and that entire re- 
public ie made up of territory that 
was. formerly Austrian.

ROOTS WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Nations may step on each 
other’s toes and settle the matter with diplomatic bows, 

but when one nation steps on another’s pocketbook they wheel out 

the guns. Ss 

Even the political eruption in Austria had hidden international 
fuses rooted in commerce and trade. 

On the surface the fighting appeared to be entirely political. 
Fascists, nazis, socialists and Catholics died for what their orators 
believe to be great causes. 

The blood of those patriots can also be measured in the marts 
of trade in good old coin of the realm of adjoining nations, 


SEAPORTS Control of the central European markets and out- 
lets to the sea were two of the main underlying 
fuses. Hitler wants them. So does Mussolini. 

Both Austria and Czecho-Slovakia are using the Italian port of 
Trieste. That is the old Austrian port taken by Italy after the 
World War. 

If Hitler gets his hands on Austria, that nation and Czecho- 
Slovakia will use the German ports of Bremen and Hamburg. 

Likewise there is a matter of Italian trade development through- 
out central Europe. Mussolini has been trying to expand it. He 
can dominate the situation only as long as he can keep the nazis 
out of Austria. : 

It is no wonder that he sent two Italian divisions recently to 
the Austrian border, 


WINNER The half-pint Chancellor Dollfuss lost his fight with 
the socialists, even though his guns came off tri- 
umphant. One more victory like that and he is through. 

The nazis were strengthened politically. While their two hated 
adversaries struggled in the streets, they sat by and polished their 
guns. Whatever damage Dollfuss and the socialists did to each 
other left that much less for the nazis to do when they take on 
the winner. , | 

Our shrewd official observers believe the trouble has only 
Started. Confidentially they think the nazis are going to get con- 
trol in Austria, sooner or later, and nothing can stop them. 


GEESE The nazis believe that also. That is why they are play- 
ing such a cagey game. 

Hitler knows he would bring down on himself the condemnation 
of England, France and Italy if he should unleash the 15,000 Aus- 
trian nazis just across the border in Germany and permit them to 
go into Vienna after Dollfuss. He will not attack. He believes all 
he has to do is wait, and Austria will come to him. 

As one of the Hitler expressionists put it: 

“If we bide our time, the Austrian goose will come flying into 
our mouths, well cooked and seasoned.’’ 

So you may see Dollfuss soon offer the first wing of the goose 
to Hitler by permitting the nazis to have representation in his 
government. 

If Hitler gets his teeth on one wing, it will not be long before 
he gets to the drumstick. 


COTTON Mr. Roosevelt heard those rumors about certain 
southern congressmen weakening toward the Bank- 
head cotton compulsion bill. 

That is why he suddenly made up his mind to demand action 
on the legislation. His statement changed the whole outlook con- 
cerning the bill. Until then, congressmen had half a notion to let 
‘it die on the vine. They saw the administration blowing hot and 
cold on the measure. Now they will have to put it through, be- 
cause Mr. Roosevelt left no doubt that he personally is hotly for it. 

There have been some rumblings of complaint since he spoke, 
but his insistence means the bill will probably be passed. 


STOCKS There are many indications that the stock market 
regulation bill will be softened measurably and en- 
acted by congress before adjournment. 

Chairman Fletcher, of the senate committee, is beginning to 
say the bill is not considered sacred, that many protests have been 
received and that there is no reason why the bill should not be 
altered. : 

In the end, you probably ‘will get a fairly good bill which will 
eliminate the worst speculative forces and result in a market pro- 
tected for the public along the lines of the London exchange. 


HOURS The administration has been quietly looking into the 
possibilities of starting a drive for a 32-hour week under 
the NRA codes. 

Those who are investigating the matter believe the govern- 
ment should ask for 32 hours, with a view to compromising at 36. 
That would be one way to accelerate the private absorption of 
workers being dropped from the CWA. 


The matter is yet to be decided.

Antagonisms, Irritations and Hostility Declared Imperiling 
Recovery Program. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—One cannot approach Washington’s birth- 
day this year without a feeling that this is one occasion when the ora- 
tors will hesitate to quote from the doctrines of the man whose vision 

sa-aitemeeenene » and statesmanship gave birth to the constitution. 
There is abroad in the national capital at the mo- 
ment an emotional current so extraordinary, an at- 
mosphere so much unlike any other period in the 
history of America, that it is difficult to believe the 
panorama that unfolds itself is really happening. 
Talk of dictatorships, of ignoring the constitu- 
tion, of exercising complete control over business, 
over the lives of the farmers and the city ‘dwellers, 
has been heretofore regarded as so much talk and 
nothing else. But the “planned economy” which 
now is being revealed by the various members of the 
administration in public speeches is accompanied by 
definite proposals in concrete form. 
Anybody who doubts that the administration feels 
itself entrusted to revise the social and economic 
DAVID LAWRENCE. Order need only note the way the regulations that 
have the force of law are .being drawn in dozens of different businesses 
and fields of human endeavor. 

The rank and file of the people, according to every bit of evidence 
available, still trust implicitly in the president. This encourages the 
new dealers who surround the president here to take liberties with the 
law, believing that congress will not dare to dissent and that the new 
deal has an indefinite lease of life. 

_ But unless human nature has suddenly been revised or repealed, 
there are signs that the Roosevelt administration is slowly building up 
enough antogonisms, enough irritations and enough hostility in respect 
to specific groups as to imperil its whole program. For when a re- 
action comes it will sweep aside everything the new deal has attempted, 
the good as well as the bad. It is always thus with extreme movements. 

Let us set down the recent developments which show that the ad- 
ministration is rapidly losing its poise and is showing signs that elation 
over popular applause is impairing what otherwse has been a keen sense 
of public psychology. 7 

First, a refusal to give American companies a public hearing before 
cancelling their air mail contracts. Discovery of fraud in one or two 
or a few instances never justifies confiscation of the property of the 
innocent, 

Second, a public rebuke for Colonel Lindbergh because he dared to 
appeal to his fellow citizens at the same moment that he appealed to 
his president. 

Third, an evidently inspired attempt to discredit Colonel Lindbergh 
by seeking to show that he held aviation stock, as if it were a crime for 
the man who knows more about commercial aviation than anybody in 
the world to take pay for his services. Nobody in the administration is 
so meticulous about refusing pay, for instance, for work outside the 
government while accepting a salary from Uncle Sam. But apparently 
there’s one set of ethics for administration officials and another for 
people outside the government. 

Fourth, the most amazing executive order issued in all history—an 
executive order bawling out the publishing industry for daring to raise 
the issue of a free press under the constitution in objecting to being 
licensed under the NRA. The odd part of it is that the newspapers did 
not object.to rules and regulations relating to hours or wages, but the - 
executive order contains a “crack down” lot of phrases which it is in- 
credible that Mr. Roosevelt wrote. Even more incredible is the fact that 
he attacked the good faith of the press by signing his name to the John- 
son point of view. 

Fifth, the announcement of a plan to force legislation to reduce if 
not eliminate much of the good advertising which now gives employment 
,to individuals and workers in the professions as well as printers and 
employes of magazines, periodicals and publications generally. 

Sixth, new legislation to restrain the issue of securities by companies 
without the approval of the government—all this under guise of regu- 
lating the stock exchange. 2 

Seventh, the expenditure of vast sums of money for civil works and 
public works but not a cent for the ex-service men, who want pay now 
for the adjusted compensation voted them by their government. Time 
was when the bonus was opposed as a strain on federal credit, but that 
excuse has been erased by the readiness of the government to spend in 
nearly every direction. 

The groups alienated by the administration policies are growing with 
the announcement of every administration policy that seeks to restrict 
and control. The men on Capitol Hill of the democratic party who 
have had the temerity to discuss these tendencies with the administration 
are told not to worry, that a grateful people, composed largely of those 
receiving benefits and subsidies, will keep the democrats in power out of 
a sense of loyalty to Mr. Roosevelt. Members of congress are not so 
sure—they fear that Mr. Roosevelt’s popularity is one thing and the 
popularity of a congressman who has visited upon him the realistic 
complaints of his constituents is something else again. 

As long as the administration hewed to the line and gave indica- 
tions of exercising its vast powers with a sense of justice and impar- 
tiality, the trend toward bestowal of huge authority on the executive 
has gone more or less unquestioned. As the signs multiply of arbi- 
trary use of power, refusal to give a hearing, denunciation and abuse 
of those who stand up for their constitutional rights, there is every 
indication that the administration has forgotten 1918 and 1920, when 
a popular war president lost his congress even though he won the war. 
And the persons most to blame for the present situation are the mem- 
bers of congress who have surrendered their independence of judg- 
ment—the persons who under our representative system of government 
are depended upon by the citizenry to act as a check on abuses of power 
in other branches of the government. ; 

Never was the concept of George Washington of a well-balanced gov- 
ernment of checks and balances supported so little by events as on the

T housands of Belgians Pay Tribute 
At Bier of Beloved Ruler and Hero 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 21.—(#)—Thou- 
sands of weeping Belgians waited in 
a mile-long line again tonight for a 
last glimpse of their revered King 
Albert I as preparations for his fu- 
neral tomorrow were completed. 


Among the peasants, diplomats and 
others thronging the palace to pay 
their final respects was a group of 
war-blinded veterans, who wanted to 
“see” the dead monarch. | 

They were guided to the flag-draped 
bier and stood there with bowed 
heads ,some of them overcome with 
grief. 

The palace gates have been open 
since early yesterday, and through 
the long hours the queue outside 
has not diminfshed. By dawn 200,000 
had moved past the bed penne | 
children, priests, laborers on their 
way to work, peasants from the 
fields. 

Heavy wooden barriers were being 
placed, meanwhile, along the three- 
mile route of the funeral procession 
from the palace to the Saint Gudule 
eathedral and the Royal Crypt at 
Laeken. 

An official order decreed that all 
Belgian civilian planes must remain 


grounded during the ceremonies of the 
next three days, including the en- 
thronement of Crown Prince Leopold 
in succession to his father. 

The service at the cathedral will 
be conducted by Cardinal Archbishop 
Van Roye and the papal muncio, as- 
sisted by six bishops. _

ROLE IS GATORS 
FOR THIRD TIME 


Florida Takes on Cham- 
pion Team in Opener of 
Cage Tourney.

For the third time in as many years 
the Florida basketball team has been 
given the opportunity to play the 
“Giant-Killer’s” role in the South- 
eastern conference basketball tourna- 
ment. 

Two seasons ago a Florida quintet, 
which had had little success during 
the regular season, drew the defending 
champions from Maryland in the open- 
ing round. Florida accepted the des- 
ignation and to the suprise of every- 
one eliminated an old liner outfit that 
was figu just as powerful as the 
one that had won the title the previous 
year. 

Last year Florida had the same 
opportunity in its first game—the 
chance to upset the favored Kentucky 
team. But after threatening mildly 
in the first half the ’Gators folded 
up in the final period and were sound- 
ly beaten. 

GETS CHAMPS AGAIN, 

Saturday, in the second round of 
the Southeastern tournament here, 
Florida again is cast in the same role. 
It meets the defending champions from 
Kentucky. 

This Florida team, although an in- 
and-out crew, is the best Florida has 
had in some years. That is, on the 
nights when it is clicking. 

It has beaten Georgia and Auburn 
handily, only to lose to the Bulldogs 
and Plainsmen on following evenings. 
It has lost to Clemson and yet seri- 
ously challenged the strong South Car- 
olina club of the Southern confer- 
ence. 

No less an authority than Rex En- 
right, whose Georgia team won the 
crown in 1932, believes that Florida, 
when right, will prove difficult for 
any team. 

Kentucky surely will be an odds-on 
choice, but if the Wildcats should 
view this contest lightly and play 
under their normal ability, they may 
be heading back to Lexington Sunday. 

The other seeded teams—Louisiana 
State, Vanderbilt and Alabama—also 
may encounter troublesome opponents 
in their debuts. 


PRESSED TO WIN. 

Louisiana will play either Tennes- 
see or Auburn. The Tigers should 
win, but may be pressed to beat the 
Volunteers, who likely will be their 
rivals. 

Vanderbilt plays Georgia or Geor- 
gia Tech and can expect no runaway 
victory over either. Alabama will 
draw Mississippi State and, although 
the Crimsons will be favored, their 
margin of victory likely will not be 
large. 

The University of Mississippi today 
notified tournament officials that it 
would not enter. Mississippi had been 
paired against Mississippi State in the 
first round. Mississippi State now 
will have a first round bye and the 
only games on the opening night will 
be between Fennessee and Auburn and 
Georgia and Georgia Tech.

Noted as a great base-runner him- 
self and an exponent of inside stuff, 
Carey attempted to rebuild the club 
along lines featuring speed and clev- 
erness. In the new echeme of things, 
such Flathush idols as Babe Herman, 
the oufielder, departed. Attendance 
at Ebbets field went into a decline 
and so did the team. 

After finishing third in 1932, the 
Dodgers barely escaped the cellar 
last year, winding up in sixth place, 
while reports of internal strife grew. 
It was said Carey was at odds with 
a number of player’, including Joe 
Stripp, third baseman, and none too 
well satisfied himself aa the result 
of a 5O per eent cut in salary. 

Rumors of his departure were 
atilled just before the end of the 
season when he signed a new contract 
for 1934 at a reported $12,000 a 
year. 

Carey is said to be making consid- 
erable money in an outside business 
and hia retirement—if he does not get 
another place—will not be the blow 
it would to many others. The Dodg- 
ers will pay off his contract in full.

It so happened that the Mercer 
pitchers didn’t know very much about 
Luke Appling, since he only boasted 
a certain amount of local baseball 
prestige at the time for his work at 
Fulton High school as a _ shortsto 
under Coach Bird Hope, one of Fran 
Anderson's hest catchers. 

OUR HOMERS. 

All that the Mercer pitchers did was 
to serve four balls right into Luke's 
alley and he hit all four of them out 
of the park for home runs. 

That attracted the attention of va- 
rious professional hall clubs, one of 
which, strangely enough, was the At- 
lanta Crackers. 

It took a little more sharp right- 
handed hitting by Young Mr. Appling 
to convince them, but finally, after 
considerable hemming and hawing 
and a bonus, the name of Lacius B. 
(just plain Luke to us) was written 
at the bottom of a contract. 

It was one of the few profitable 
player investments that the Crackers 
of modern days have made. Frank 
Anderson, the boy’s college coach; 
Tubby Walton, his eternal booster: 
Bird Hope, his high school coach, and 
a few other baseball men of Atlanta, 
had heen convinced of his worth long 
before the professional clubs became

Appling finished that season with 
Atlanta and has been with the White 
Sox ever since.

No youngster ever went to the big 
leagues and stayed there with more 
early discouragement than Luke Ap- 
pling faced. 

Going to Chicago with a big repu- 
tation, despite his raw youth, he was 
under a big handicap to begin with. 
He had been highly touted as the col- 
legiate wonder from Georgia by the 
Chicago press. j 

There was some disappointment 
when the boy who had hit four home 
runs in a college game and .326 for a 
Class A professional club in his first 
season failed to hit anywhere near 
that pace in the big leagues. 

He was in six games at the tail end 
of the 1930 season with the Sox, went 
to bat 26 times. getting eight hits 
for an average of 308.

Alex Morrison says: 

In every successful swing body tor- 
sion is the main source of power.. 

Body torsion is the part of the 
swing which very few players under- 
stand. It means a body twist, but 
obviously this twist must be properly 
executed or it will harm instead of 
help the swing. 

In the backswing the first bit of 
turning should take place over the 
right leg. Then the full backward 
turning of the hips should be followed 
by a fuller turn of the shoulders. 

It is this difference between the 
turn of the shoulders and hips that 
develops real power for the down- 
swing.

A few nights ago I happened to run 
across my fishing tackle packed away. 
I opened the aluminum fly box and 
Ist myself for a while among the hand- 
some patterns. Most of them were 
tied on short leaders, but the leaders 
are too rotten now to hold a minnow.

When I was first trying to cast a 
fly, I found that it wasn't as easy 
as it looks. I'll never forget the dis- 
gust written in large letters on the 
face of the veteran angler who was 
teaching me, he thought, to cast a fly. 
I snapped leaders like a bull whip, 
and flies flew in every direction. When 
I went into action, the trout took 
fright and headed for the other end of 
the county via stream line. It was 
terrible. 

Then came a period of discourage- 
ment when I reverted to my childhood 
cane pole. Flies were pretty, I 
thought, but surely a smart fish 
couldn’t be fooled with a bunch of 
feathers. After that I looked over the 
flies again, and decided to make a 
few. There must have been some 


residual infestation of trout fever in 


my blood, or I would never have 
tempted fate in such a rash fashion. 
I bought hooks and silkworm gut and 
feathers and raided my mother’s work 
basket for bits of silk and woolen 
yarn and®tinsel, whenever I knew she 
wasn’t in the house and I needed ma- 
terials. I got a small vise and went 
to work. And of all the atroctwus 
looking affairs that ever purported to 
be a fly, those first few “hand made 
flies” (and how I loved those words, 
not that all flies aren't hand made, 
but they sounded well) were the gems 
of purest ray serene. 

There came a day, however, when 
those messes were the only bait I had 
with me, and I tried one in a small 
pond. Somehow I managed to get 
that massive pseudoinsect on _ the 
water and the miracle happened. One 
poor deluded fish actually struck it. 
It was not a trout, but a _ bluegill 
bream and he gave me a jolly little 
scrap. My doubts as to my ability 
as a fly-maker were dispelled, but 
only for a moment. I never again 
succeeded in getting a fish to rise to 
one of my flies. That leaves only 
sad thoughts for the intellect of the 
one I did get. 

Some day I'll try it again. I have 
found another man.to show me how.

With demobilization of CWA work- 
ers umler way, more rigid super- 
vision is being exercised in granting 
employment. Workers now employed, 
and future applicants, will be re- 
quired to sign affidavits showing 
need of work from a family stand- 
int, it was said Wednesday by 
iss Ada Barker, Fulton county re- 
lief administrator. Miss Barker said 
that in accordance with orders from 
Washington, 10,000 blanks have been 
prepared, in which applicant is re- 
quired that he is the only member of 
his immediate family gainfully em- 
ployed and that he is dependent upon 
his job for the support of his family.

regulation of stock exchanges, but 
seeking the aid of every investor in 
combating “any hasty and vindictive 
legislation on a matter of so great 
—— to every investor in the coun- 
ry 


“We want your help in forming a 
definite public opinion which will dis- 
criminate between constructive regu- 
lation, on the one hand. of a kind 
which will strengthen and make more 
effective the bringing of capital to the 
use of legitimate industry and furnish 
a ready market for corporate securi- 
ties, and vindictive or unthinking 
legislation, on the other hand. which 
will, in its determination to eradicate 
evils, destroy a great mechanism for 
the gathering and distributing of 
credit and capital,” stztes the letter. 

Regarding the degree of public 
prejudice existing today against the 
securities business, the letter says in 
part: 


“If we, for instance, 
to loan on stock exchange collateral 
with a constant and ready market, no 
greater proportion of the current val- 
ue than is loaned by insurance com- 
panies and savings banks on real es- 
tate collateral with lo readily ascer- 
tainable value and no immediate mar- 
ket, then truly your ability to make 
full use of your capital is seriously 
and unnecessarily hampered; and if, 
in addition, we are forbidden to give 
effect to any values in the making of 
loans on securities anf property not 
listed or registered, you are still fur- 
ther limited and hampered jn the full 

use of your property. ae

MARKET PROBLEMS. 

Among the problems which arose 
from Washington today to intrigue 
market followers are: 

Statement of Senator Duncan 
Fletcher, co-author of the stock mar- 
ket regulation bill, that the stock ex- 
change has been propagandizing in 
connection with the bill and that re- 
forms made by the exchange have not 
teen adequate to curb certain evils. 

Statement of Representative Mead, 
of the house postoffice committee, 
that the administration is anxious to 
turn the air mail service back to 
private companies when “honest” 
contracts can be awarded; also indica- 
tions after a cabinet meeting that 
some new administration move in the 
airmail contract situation might be 
forthcoming soon. 

President Roosevelt being represent- 
ed as concerned over high _ liquor 
prices with an administration inquiry 
underway.

She chose a cotton of ¢ontrasting 
color, although she might have kept 
the set a monotone by using self color 
thread. 

After the two pieces were stitched 
together she fringed the edges. These 
sets were eminently satisfactory. wr 
laundered easily and were pressed al- 
most in a jiffy. 

Being so inexpensive there was no 
excuse for not having a number of 
sets. Nancy workd one set with blue 
gauze on one side and lavender on 
the other. A second set used natural 
color for one side and rust for the 
other. A third set called for gpeen 
on one side and yellow on the second.

GEORGIA EDITORS 
OPEN INSTITUTE 


ATHENS, Ga, Feb. 21.—(?)— 


Newspapermen frem all sections of 
the state gathered here tonight for 
the opening session of the seventh an- 
nual session of the Georgia press in- 
stitute and set the deadline for Sat- 


urday. 
John -Paschall, managing editor of 
the Atlanta Journal, was tonight’s 
principal speaker, and in his prepared 
address reviewed other meetings at- 
tended by members of the institute. 
_The editors were welcomed to the 
city by Dr. S. V. Sanford, president 
of the University of Georgia, the re- 
sponse to which was made by Milton 
Fleetwood, president of the institute. 
Editors who have served their com- 
munities for a half-century were given 


a special word of introduction by 
Editor Paschall. These were, James 
C. illiams, Greensboro Herald- 
Journal; Ed A. Caldwell, Walton 


News; P. T. McCutcheon, Franklin 
News and Banner; W. A. Shackel- 
ford, Oglethorpe Echo; J. J. Thom- 
ason, Carrollton Times, and ©, B. 
Chapman, Sandersville Progress. 

President Fleetwood said that the 
institute “Is to newspapermen of this 
state exactly what medical clinics are 
to medical men.” 

“It is designed,” he continued, “to 
being together for study of mutual 
prob ems the teachers, who keep in 
touch with the advances of theoreti- 
eal and practical journalism ‘through 
textbooks and their own studies, and 
the practical newspapermen who make 
the applications of these theories. ... 

“The press institute, in short, is a 
confession that we do not know all 
that ought to be known about journal- 
ism and public questions and an en- 
deavor to learn more.”

HOME NEEDS LIM 
UN GROPS OPPOSED 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 21.—{4)-—-Op- 
position to any proposal that the gov- 
ernment limit agricultural production 
te domestic requirements, has been 
voiced here by heads of the various 
agricultural units of the University 
System of Georgia. 

“Such a national policy,” the state’s - 
agricultural educational leaders said, 
“would be disastrous to the agricul- 
tural and commercial interests of the 
south.” 

Cotton and tobacco, they said, are 
the two big money crops of the south, 
and a great part of both crops are ex- 
ported each year. They said that dur- 
ing the years 1927-1931 the cotton 
production averaged 14,657,194 bales, 
of which 8,082,460 bales, or 55.1 per 
cent, were exported. The value of 
raw cotton exported annually aver- 
ages $625,760,778. 

In addition, the south exports 500,- 
000,000 yards of cotton goods a year, 
the production of which requires the 
labor of 35,000 textile workers. 

“The shutting off of htese exports 
would mean that over one-half of the 
cotton farmers of the south would be 
thrown out of production,” the agri- 
culturists said. 

Tobacco exports each year total] 39 
per cent of the crop and represent a 
total value of $70,000,000, they said. 

“More than one billion dollars worth 
of cotton and cotton products, and to- 
bacco and tobacco prducts are export- 
ed annually,” resolutions adopted by 
the group said. “The elimination of 
this amount of money for exported 
products for which no domestic market 
could be substituted would demoralize 
business of the south.” 

They added that it would be almost 
impossible to find crops outside of 
forest crops suitable to southern con- 
ditions. ; 

Chancellor Philip Weltner, of the 
University System, urged the agricul- 
tural leaders to unite in sponsoring 
community work.

Textile unions at Langley and Bath,

for the South Carolina legislature to 
hold up evictions of workers during 
the present emergency until the state 
board can pass on individual cases. 

The report said the bill was sched- 
uled to be introduced at Columbia 
with the backing of the Aiken dele- 
gation. 

The workers’ resolution said the 
people who are being evicted are on 
the “preferred list” for émployment 
by action of the state textile in- 
dustrial relations board and that 
when evicted they are “in the street 
with nowhere to go.” 

Yesterday workers who. did not go 
out on a strike in the Horse Creek 
valley section, where Langley - and 
Bath are located, sent a petition they 
said was signed by 1,399 present em- 
ployes, asking for a hearing during 
an investigation of conditions in the 
valley textile mills. 

These employes said they were sat- 
isfied with the way the mill manage- 
ment was treating them and were 
against displacement of any workers 
who had not walked out with those 
striking.

Outlining the scope of operation 
undertaken in Georgia, Mr. Haverty 
has filed with Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury L. W. Robert, who 
is in charge of the national art 
project, the following report: 

“Atlanta was the scene of most 
of Georgia’s work in the project, 
since most of the Georgia artists re- 
side there.

“Our Atlanta work has_ varied 
with the abilities of the artists avail- 
able. Being somewhat history-mind- 
ed, we commissioned portraits of 
eight notable Georgians; six of whom 
are national figures: Senator Wil- 
liam H. Crawford, Sidney Lanier, 
poet; Frank L. Stanton, poet; Craw- 
ford W. Long, discoverer of anaes- 
thesia; General’ William McIntosh, 
i'famous Creek Indian chief, and the 
‘immortal Joel Chandler Harris, crea- 
tor of the Uncle Remus cycle. 

Old Houses Pictured. 

“Our easel pictures took the same 
course—pictorial records of old houses 
intimately associated with national 
personages, such as the birthplace of 
Hon. William G. McAdoo; the old 
home of William R. Crawford; the 
old home of Mrs. Rebecca Latimer 
Felton, the first woman to be a Unit- 
ed States senator; the house where 
John Howard Payne, author of the 
world-celebrated ‘Home, Sweet Home,’ 
was imprisoned in 1836, when his ac- 
tivities in behalf of the Cherokee In- 
dians ran counter to state authorities;

It is not generally 
known that the Jesuit and Francis- 
can fathers came to the Georgia lit- 
toral 200 years before Oglethorpe set 
foot on Yamacraw bluff. Quite a 
number of these mission. structures 
dot the golden isle and the mainland 
of Oamden, Glynn and MelIntosh 
counties. Their peculiar tabby con- 
struction has survived the centuries, 
the ravages of fire and decay, the 
usages of plantation service and the 
encroachment of the moss-hung for- 
ests of live oak and pine. There they 
sit, mute mementoes of a civilization 
whose history has become obscure, 
nay, obliterated by the passage of 
years—whose records, if they exist at 
all, are locked up in_ unassorted 
parchments in the libraries of Seville, 
Salamanca and the Vatican. 

Record of Early Days. 

“It is our purpose to record pic- 
torially these remnants of early Span- 
ish enterprise on Georgia soil, which 
began but shortly after Vasco Nunez 
first beheld ‘silent, upon a peak in 
Darien,’ the bright waters of the Pa- 
cific: It is our purpose te present 
the pictorial record of these ancient 
mission structures. It might interest 
you to know that one of those build- 
ings is 73 feet wide, 128 feet long, 
two stories in height, has two. colon- 
nades of square pillars and not a 
single arched opening in the 20-inch 
walle—all square construction—never 
a curve!
